Snowflakes at Mensa 
Review from Mensa Newsletter

Shel Izen’s presentation at our May gathering was 
a surprising and memorable affair. The title of 
the presentation, “No Two Alike!” promised an 
exploration of snowflakes, based on the work of 
Wilson Bentley, who later in life became known 
affectionately as “The Snowflake Man”’. 


Mensans who were expecting a dry lecture on the 
science of snowflake formation were in for a surprise 
when Shel took the stage and proceeded to share with 
us an excerpt from his recently published article that 
tells the life story of Wilson Bentley. Shel shared the 
story of a scientist, but also the story of a life which 
was filled with passion for art, love of nature, and a 
lonely quest to document the beauty in our world. 
Shel’s retelling of this story was mesmerizing, and as 
the story unfolded, it was clear that he felt a kinship 
with this under appreciated man. 


Wilson Bentley, who lived from 1865 to 1931, 

was the first person to ever photograph a single 
snowflake. In the course of his lifetime, he perfected 
the technique for doing so, which involves working 
in freezing weather, painstakingly transferring 

the flakes to a black card and pressing them with 

a feather as the delicate crystal is placed into a 
microscope and camera apparatus. In total, he 
successfully captured over 5000 images using this 
technique. His work was published in scientific 
journals, and while he was able to sell his images to 
colleges and universities, he made very little money 
in these endeavors. Money was not his motivation. 
He was driven by a passion for nature, and the beauty 
he found in the world. 





When Shel concluded his story, he dimmed the 
lights, and presented a slideshow of Bentley’s 

work using an original lantern slide projector. 
Choreographing the beautiful images to a musical 
backdrop, Shel proceeded to show us dozens of 
images from his collection. Images of incredible 
detail, that show a fleeting moment in nature. The 
crystals in these images have a unique living quality 
to them, as the edges of them are clearly starting to 
melt and they shimmer in their departure. Somehow, 
knowing and seeing that these beautiful specimens 
are only a fraction of a second away from extinction 
made them that much more special. And knowing 
how they were loved by the quiet, eccentric, 
passionate photographer who found them was part of 
the fun. 


As Shel concluded his presentation, and carefully 
packed the original slides which had been 
handcrafted by Bentley himself into the antique 
wooden box that has always been their home, 

we realized that we had just witnessed a strange 
intersection of spiritual, scientific, and artistic 
expression. It was a moving experience which none 
of us had expected, but we will not soon forget. 





In the word’s of Wilson Bentley: “Oh for a thousand 
hands, a thousand cameras, to preserve more of 

this exquisite beauty so lavishly scattered over the 
earth. And yet there should be no despair, for this 
miracle, like unto the miracle of spring’s awakening, 
will come and come again for all time, either here or 
somewhere in the universe, for beauty and life and 
love are eternal, the things that make the universe 
worthwhile and justify its existence.” 





The Snowflake Man lives on in the legacy of these 
lantern slides, and quiet passion with which Shel Izen 
shares his work with future generations. For myself, 
I know this much: I’Il never look at a snowflake the 


same way again.
